There is some fear In different 
quarters in Chungking that Na- 
tionalist forces advancing into 
Manchuria along the Peiping- 
Mukden railroad might be walk- 
ing into a trap. This is partly 
based on the negligible opposi- 
tion offered to the advance. 

The Communists, it is fear- 
ed, might be planning to drive 
n wedge to the sea at the rear 
of the Nationalists and thos 
{solate them from thelr bases in 
China .proper. 

Al quarters in Chungking ace 
cept aa a fact the recurrent re- 
ports of the past few weeks that 


the Russians have been giving’ 


captured Japanese war supplies 
tu the Communists, 

There is no denying the depths 
and Intensity of Chinese feeling 
on the subject of Manchuria 
where, it is contended, events 
would have turned out very dif- 
ferently for the Nationnlists If 
the Russians had acted in good 
faith toward them. 

JUST PAWNS 

The existing bitterness is accen- 
tuated by the conviction that the 
Nationalists are being  callously 
used as pawns in a cruel chess 
gamo in ‘which their military 
weakness is being exploited with 
almost diabolical moves and 
counter-moves, 

Some unofficial quarters go 80 
far as to nssert that Russia is 
secking domination not only over 
Manchurian but the whole of China. 

The Russians, thev contend, 
have not abandoned their ideas of 
world revolution and unless the 
powers stand solidly behind China, 
her future as a sovercirn nation, 
already endangered in Manelmria, 
might be subjected to even 
novercr tests. 

They echo the argument made

Sir,-When Hong Kong was 
relieved of its thraldom from the 
Japaneso, His Majesty The King, 
Rear-Admiral Harcourt, General 
Festing, as sell as) Brig. Mac- 
Dougall, congratulated the civilian 
internees also all the prisoners-of- 


war for their fortitude and suffer. , 


ing during the enemy's occupation. 
There fs, however, a handful of 
British subjects who were not In- 
terned, but by taking advantage 
of dual nationality classed them- 
selves os “Third National’, 
cause these words were coined by 
the Japanese, Loyal Brilinh sub- 
jects could not remain ot large 
without being interned, imprison: 
ed or subject to rigorous suryeil- 
lance or maltreated, so they wisely 
ndopted the new pseudonym. Al- 
mont 99 per cent. of British sub- 
jects Ieft for Macao, or China, 
where they, according to all 
reports, lived (n safety and 
unmolesled with liberal allowances 
from the British Consul and 
British Headquarters, and since 
their return to the Colony are 
hailed as patriots. Without excep- 
tion all gained their spurs with 
commissions ranking from Licuts. 
to Licut.Colonels. Now that they 
have returned to the Colony, they 
apparently seem to cnjoy life with- 
out any anxicty as whero the 
next meal and furds come from. 
This is not the Sot of their less 
fortunate, brethren who clected to 
stand thoir ground in defiance of 
the Japanese as staunch Hon 

Kong citizens. The small band o: 

loyalists who remained suffered 
hardships, privations, and lived In 
throos of suspense during the 
entire period of 44 months. The 
Jnpancse classified them an “Third 
Nationals”, and treated them with 
extreme harshness as suspected 
British agents. Those suspected 
wore visited periodically to ascer- 
tnin whether they had surrepti- 
tiously left the Colony. If they 
travelled by ferry they were sha- 
dowced by Chinese detectives and 
their every movement noted. When 
they returned the matter was re- 
ported to the Japanese Secret 
Service officer who sat In a chair 
with a large desk at the Férry 
Wharf. If anything was suspect- 
ed, the officer would sénd a” 6tb- 
ordinate to ask the “Thitd 
National” to produce his pasa. The 
objcct was to find out his name 
and address. The following day, a 
Gendarme would call at his house 
to inquire the reason for his cross- 
ing the burbour. If the reply 
wos unsatisfactory, the loyalist 
was asked to go to the Station, to 
be cross examined. He might be 
either set free or subjected to tor- 
tur¢ or detnined at the Gendarme 
station for hours, Though the 
Japanese Secret Service was keyed 
up to the highest pitch of 
efficiency, they wero no match for 
the fow loyalists. One of the
